Kunisch, rarket research director 
for First American, said.

Despite rising prices, the average 
weekly sales rate climbed from 2.1 to 
2.4 homes during the past year.

FUHSD Budget 
at $28.8 Million 


The Fullerton Union High School 
District Board of Trustees has 
adopted the Publication Budget for 
the 1976-77 fiscal year. 

Based upon the school financing 
formula required by Senate Bill 90, 
the budget incorporates incomes, 
carryover balances, federal project 
monies, and expenditures totalling 
$28.8 million. 

It reflects a beginning balance, or 
the 1975-76 ending balance, of $2.8 
million. This is about $1 million less 
than last year’s beginning balance 
and represents the deficit that is 
structured into the 1976-77 budget. 

This beginning balance is roughly 
$600,000 greater than the figure 
anticipated before precise data and 
carryover funds could be accurately 
determined. The unanticipated 
Savings were realized by underex- 
penditures in District personnel 
salaries and utilities. 

Included in the budget is a 


decrease in expenditure for both the 
certificated and classified personnel 
of the District. Last year’s allotment 
for certificated employees was $14 
million and $3.7 million for classified 
staff. 

The 1976-77 budget projects these 
figures to be $13.8 and $3.5 million 
respectively for the coming year. 

However, funds for student 
books, supplies and equipment 
replacement will be increased from 
$892,664 to $1.6 million. 

Based on this budget, the tax rate 
for the school district is anticipated 
to be $2.1490 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. This compares with the 
current $2.1474 rate for the 1975-76 
school year. 

A public hearing to adopt the final 
budget has been scheduled by the 
Board for August 2 at 8 p.m. at the 
District Education Center, Tenth 
Floor, 2600 E. Nutwood Avenue, 
Fullerton.

Arrangements for the exchange 
were made through the Office of 
Education in the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare in 
Washington D.C. 

Hyma, who has been part of

Hyma, his wife Norma and their 
fifteen-year-old daughter Wendy, 
will depart for Washington D.C. on 
August 17 for a three-day 


orientation and meeting with the 
Hodgson family, and then leave for 
London on August 23. 

During his stay in the Fullerton 
area, Hodgson will be available for 
Presentation to civic and educational 
groups.

Objections Fail 
to Stop Horses 


A conditional use permit to allow 
equine animals in an RS (Residential 
Suburban) zone on property at 18562 
Oriente Drive won Planning 
Commission approval last week over 
the bitter objections of a neighbor. 

Mrs. Awandi Cromwell, wife of 
Councilman Whit Cromwell, pre- 
sented a petition with 22 names in 
opposition to the CUP. She decried 
the ‘‘flies, smell, hazards’’ which 
the horses would create and said the 
property was too small for keeping 
horses. 

She got support from Commiss- 
ioner Robert Clemmer who voted 
against the permit but the applicant, 
John Wertin Development Corp of 
Irvine, got three yes votes. 
Commissioner William Kittredge 
averred that ‘‘pet concerns have not 
proven out’’ to support the approval. 

Continued for two weeks was a 
Faith Baptist Church request for a 
CUP to operate a Christian Day 
School at the church, 17345 Yorba 
Linda Blvd. 

The delay was requested by the 
County Fire Dept. who wants to 
make further check on a_ high 
pressure fuel line which runs under 
the building and could’ be 
‘‘dangerous.”’ 


Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night unanimously approved con- 
tracting with Brea for police services 
for another year. 

Innovations in the new contract 
include method of payment (12 
monthly payments instead of four 
quarterly payments) and regular 
assignment of particular officers to 
Yorba Linda. 

Although Councilman Dale Cha- 
put voiced concern over desirability 
of the practice, suggesting instead 
that it would be well in case of 
emergencies for all Brea officers to 
be acquainted with the city, 
nevertheless it was deemed 
preferable for officers so wishing to 
be assigned to Yorba Linda and to 
serve as the community’s regular 
officers. 

Liaison officer Sgt. Larry Baker 
assured the council that in event of 
non-regular officers being summon- 
ed to Yorba Linda adequate 
directions could be given over radio. 

Moreover, Baker said, even 
non-regularly assigned officers 
would have some exposure to Yorba 
Linda through service as back-up 
officers. 

In cther police-related actions, the 
council voted approval of expendi- 
ture of $1,560 as the city’s share of 
matching funds toward a grant 
received jointly by Yorba Linda, 
Brea, Placentia and La Habra for a 
crime-prevention program. 

The project will be funded 93% by 
county grant funds and 7% by local 
matching funds. 

The council further voted to hold a 
study session with the Police Task 
Force to discuss the study group's 
recently submitted recommendation 
that the city set up its own police 
department. 

In other business, the council-- 

*approved opening a- bank 
account for the purpose of receiving 
funds donated by citizens to pay for 
building a memorial to deceased 
civic leader George Machado ($2000 
will be needed; donors should make 
contributions to the George 
Machado Memorial Fund at the local 
Bank of America, which will keep a 
list of donors); 

*agreed to advertise for appli- 
cants for membership on a 
committee to study long-term city 
improvements (interested parties 
should apply to City Manager 
Arthur Simonian; last date to apply 
will be Aug. 15); and

Editorial Opinion 


The Time Has Come 


One of the most dramatic events leading up to the Revolutionary War and 
subsequent independence of the United States from the control of England 
was the Boston Tea Party. 

It happened because the English government levied an outrageous 
amount of taxes on the tea shipped to the young nation. As most of the 
settlers were British subjects, tea was very important to them. 

This, our Bicentennial Year, might just be the opportune time for the 
oft-spoken but never realized tax revolt against the various arms of our own 
governments who seem to feel that the citizens have an endless supply of, 
dollars to contribute to the burgeoning costs of those governments. 

Democratic presidential candidate Gov. Jimmy Carter may have sensed 
that the people have been taxed up to and beyond their financial limits. In his 
acceptance speech he declared: 

“It is time for a complete overhaul of our income tax system. It is a 
disgrace to the human race. All my life I have heard promises of tax reform, 
but it never quite happens. With your help, we are finally going to make it 
happen--and you can depend on it.”’ 

Welcome words but hardly original. Has there ever been a candidate for 
office who didn’t promise tax relief in one sentence and then propose a 
program in the next that would require the same if not more tax dollars to 
finance it? : 

Everything isn’t taxed but you can bet that somewhere along the line a tax 
has been suggested or proposed on everything. And more proposals are 
advanced with regularity. 

Admittedly, a certain number of tax dollars are necessary to operate 
governments, whether they be the gigantic federal bureacracy or the tiny 
Yorba Linda School District. 

The question is whether we need or want the expansiveness which those 
in power seem to feel we need. Or, are we at the point where we can only 
finance the minimum of necessity? 

We may be at the place where we can't afford the affluency we are 
enjoying. A report in support of this conjecture says: ‘‘The average base 
sales price of new single famity detached homes in Orange County is now 


If we are willing to pay this price for a residence then how can we complain 
about the growing layers of taxation? Compute the taxes that a buyer will be 
paying on that price home. 

This is truly a ‘‘mind boggling’’ subject. Somewhere down the line the tax 
burden and the spiraling costs are going to mix and jell into what could be a 
deadly combustion, causing a financial explosion which might make the 
Great Depression of the late 1920’s and early 1930’s appear to be a minor 
event. It wasn’t, by any standards, and if you don’t believe that, just ask 
anyone who experienced it. 

Who’s to blame for current conditions? Everyone. Who will accept the 
blame? No one. Not the officials who levy taxes. Not the officials who 
establish property valuations. Not the businessman or industrialist who 
must make a profit on his investment in materials and labor. Not the citizen 
who meekly accepts the situation with only an isolated outcry. 

This one voice can only offer the opinion that it is the time, right now, to 
reassess our priorities. With a total effort we can turn the tide. We have the 
magic formula known as the ‘‘vote’’ to grant the persons who will do our 
bidding the public office to which they aspire or to deny the unhearing 
person the right to hold office. 

We must tell the businessman when his profit is too far out of line for what 
we can afford. We must tell the unions when the high appearing hourly rates 
of pay are ficititious and inflation causing. 

If we can tough it out we can win the battle.
